*The ACC is Colorado’s delivery system for improving health outcomes and containing costs. The program provides incentive payments to providers
and RCCO’s who meet benchmarks known as key performance indicators. These payments encourage high value services, like well child visits, and
aim to decrease lower value services, like hospital readmissions and ER utilization.
**The community behavioral health services program provides mental health and substance abuse disorder services to all Colorado Medicaid
members. BHO's arrange for clients to receive medically necessary behavioral health services.
